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Gilmore execution 
poses legal dilemma 


Editor’s note: This is the first 
in a series of three articles on the 
emotion-ridden Gary Mark 
Gilmore case now pending in 
Utah. The second and third in 
the series will be printed in 
tomorrow and Wednesday's 
Universe.

It was late in the evening on 
July 20 when Gary Mark 
Gilmore, a slim, bearded resident 
of Springville, started home. 
Stopping first at his girlfriend’s 
house and then at his uncle Vern 
Damico’s (130 W. 300 South), 
he found both locked and 
vacant. Looking, he claims, for a 
place to stay the night, he went 
a block up the street to the City 
Center Motel, 140 W. 300 
South. 

Upon entering the motel, 
though, Gilmore apparently did 
not attempt to register for a 
“room, for the later search for a 
register card did not turn one 
up. Instead, the 35-year-old 
parolee from a prison in Illinois 
suddenly pulled a 22-caliber gun 
on motel clerk Bennie Bushnell, 
a 24-year-old student from 
Pasadena, Calif. Ordering him to 
lie on the floor, he put the pistol 
to Bushnell’s heat and pulled 
the trigger. p 

Moments later, Peter Arroyo, 
a tourist from Northridge, Calif., 
and his family, rounded the 
corner. Having registered at the 
motel a short time before, 
Arroyo noticed he hadn’t seen 
Gilmore around earlier. ““As we 


passed the door, this man was 
standing in the office with the 
cash drawer in his left hand and 
a long-barreled pistol in his right 
hand,” Arroyo recalled later. 

The Arroyos hurried quickly 
to their car, some 50 feet away, 
and waited until they saw 
Gilmore leave. 

A frantic cry for help brought 
Arroyo quickly ‘back to the 


the Sinclair Service Station in 
Orem. Jensen was found shot to 
death in the service station 
restroom late the previous night. 
(The trial date for the Jensen 
murder was set for Nov. 8, but 
has since been indefinitely 
postponed). 

At his short three-day trial in 
October for the murder of 
Bushnell, Gilmore pleaded guilty 
and confessed to his crime. He 
was convicted on Oct. 7 of 
first-degree murder and sentenced 
to death. Given a choice under 
Utah law of hanging or shooting, 
he chose to be shot. : 

Up until this time, Gilmore’s 
case was of interest only to local 
residents and those directly 
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“He put the pistol to the motel clerk’s head . . . and pulled 


the trigger.” 
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motel’s entrance, where he saw 
Bushnell lying on the floor, his 
wife Debbie. standing over him. 

Soon the Provo Police 
Department was on the scene. 
Bushnell, rushed to the hospital, 
was dead on arrival. Tight-lipped 
Provo policemen immediately 
turned efforts to seeking his 
slayer. 

Meanwhile, Gilmore went toa 
nearby service station for his 
truck, which he had left to be 
fixed. Tossing the pistol into a 
bush on his way, he accidently 
discharged it, wounding his left 
hand. 

Around i asm. the next 
morning, the police staked out a 
house in near-by Springville, 
expecting a shootout. But 
Gilmore, clad in faded blue 
jeans, barefoot and with a heavy 
cast and dressing on his hand, 
surrendered without a struggle. 

Gilmore was charged with 
first-degree murder of Bushnell. 


‘He was also charged with the 


murder of Max Jensen, a BYU 
law student who was working at 
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involved in it. As a Nov. 15 date 
was set for his execution, 
however, and he steadfastly 
refused to appeal the decision, it 
soon became clear that the 
Gilmore case could have a 
significant effect on the future 
of capital punishment 
throughout the country. If 
Gilmore is executed, it will be 
the first in the United States in 
nine years, the first in Utah since 
1960. It will also be the first 


‘since a landmark Supreme Court 


decision handed down only two 
weeks before the Provo murders. 
That decision permits capital 
punishment under certain 
circumstances. 

The affair has stirred up a 
hornet’s nest of controversy all 
over the country and has 
attracted the involvment of 
everyone from the governor to 
the National Association: for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) and the American 
Civil Liberties Union (ACLU). 

There is considerable question, 
however, whether Gilmore will 
actually ever be placed before a 
firing squad. Since the trial and 
despite Gilmore’s repeated 
insistance that he accepts the 
sentence and is prepared to die, 
the planned execution has gone 
€ he oO) Neesh ea C0 mp lex 
on-again-off-again montage of 
legal red tape. 


‘It all began when, after the 
trial, Gilmore lost a bid for a 
new trial. He subsequently was 
denied a stay of execution when 
he told 4th District Court Judge 
Robert Bullock that he did not 
want to languish in prison during 
lengthy appeal proceedings. 

Gilmore’s court-appointed 
attorneys, Michael Esplin and 
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Craig Snyder, who were involved 
for their first times in a murder 
case, insisted against Gilmore’s 
wishes, that they would appeal 
the conviction to the Supreme 
Court. The two lawyers. claimed 
that Gilmore was incapable of 
deciding what was best for 
himself in view of the pressures 
on him. 

Gilmore has been judged sane 
after extensive psychiatric 
examination. Under Utah law, in 
order for a condemned murderer 
to be determined insane, it must 
be clearly proven that at the 
time of committing the act he 
did not know what he was 
doing, didn’t know it was wrong, 
or was irresistably driven to it by 
an overpowering impulse. 

Esplin and Synder filed a 
notice of appeal with the 


Supreme Court Nov. 3. Gilmore 
responded by firing them. The 
court responded by rejecting the 
appeal. 

The court did, however, leave 
the door open for a stay of 
execution when it said, “If an 
application for a stay of 
execution is made, it should be 
granted... .” 

The application was made, of 
course, and was granted last 
Monday. Disregarding two 
letters from Gilmore in which he 
said, “These people do not 
represent me. It is my opinion 
they seek nothing but personal 
publicity. Whatever their reason 
they do not represent me and 
-are acting contrary to Utah law. 
Utah law is clear. Appeal is not

Dentist pays

PROSSER, Wash. (AP) 
— A dentist has agreed to 
provide free care for a year 
to the poor in exchange 
for a suspended sentence 
on two counts of negligent 
homicide. : 

Dr. Edgar Mays, 45, of 
Kennewick, agreed to 
spend one day each week 
in penance practice to 
atone for the deaths of a 
couple killed when their 
motorcycle was struck by 
the,dentist’s car.

I want 
those people helped,” said 
Benton County Superior 
Court Judge Al Yencopal. 

Yencopal, who 
sentenced Mays 
Wednesday, said “There is 
no way we can bring back 
those lives, but perhaps we 
can put your talents to use 
and get some goodness out 
of this tragedy.” 

Mays told Yencopal his 
gross income averaged 
$500 to $600 a day. 
Yencopal said this means 
the year of free dental 
work is the quivalent of a

BYU’s football team has kept 
alive its hopes for a WAC title tie 
and an 9-2 season, the best ever 
for a Cougar team, with a 21-8 
victory Saturday over New 
Mexico. But a bid for the Fiesta 
Bowl went down the drain when 
Wyoming defeated UTEP in the 
last two minutes 14-10 in El 
Paso. 

With the victory over the 
Miners in their final conference 
game, the Cowboys advance to 
the bowl on Christmas Day. 
“They deserve it,’ Coach LaVell 
Edwards. said. “They’ll be a 
representative team in the bowl 
game.” 

The Cougars gained 344 total 
yards and the Lobos got 326. 
The Cats lost 79 yards rushing 
with seven sacks on quarterback 
Gifford Nielsen, as well as 
several tackles for losses on BYU 
runners. 

The win was marred by the 
injury of sophomore linebacker 
Larry Miller. The Bountiful 
native tore ligaments in his right 
knee at the start of the third 
quarter and was operated on 
when the team returned to 
Provo Saturday night. “The doc 
said the operation was very, very 
successful,” Miller said. “Pll be 
back next year.” 

Guard Steve Miller came out 
of the game in the third quarter 
with a sprained ankle, but is 
expected to be in action against 
Utah this week. 

BYU only lost 15 yards on 
penalties. “That must be some 
kind of record for us,’? Edwards 
said. The Cats have been 


averaging 93 yards per game in 
penalties. 

With Nielsen’s 17 completions, 
he broke Gary Sheide’s school 
record of 181. He now needs 10 
completions to break the WAC 
mark. He also broke Danny 
White’s WAC mark of most net 
yards total offense (2,862) in a 
season when he gained 288, 
besides setting the record for 
most touchdown passes (26) ina 
season. 

At this point, Nielsen has 
thrown more TD passes than 
anyone in the country this 
season. For his role in BYU’s 
win, he was named offensive 
player of the game. 


The Cougars held UNM 
scoreless through three quarters 
in the 28-degree weather, while 
scoring 15 points of their own. 
Kicker Dave Taylor had the 
poorest game of his BYU career, 
missing two point-after attempts 
and four field goals. 
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“That was the worst day I’ve 
ever had,” he said, “just the 
worst.” 


“When we practiced Friday, I 
judged everything fine,” the 6-2, 
225-pound sophomore said. 
“But during the game, I couldn’t 
figure out what the wind was 
doing. I was just trying to kick it 
hard and down the middle.”

The Cougars then started a 
drive from their own 21, but 
Nielsen was intercepted at the 
33. Two plays later, tackle 
Mekeli Ieremia sacked Mazzone, 
causing the quarterback to 
fumble the ball with leremia 
recovering, to stop a possible 
Lobo score.

Suddenly the tapping of a typewriter and computerized 
music clattered over a loudspeaker. “‘All the President’s 
Men,’’ resounded an authoritative voice. =the 
Academics Office is proud to present Carl Bernstein, 
co-author of “‘All the President’s Men” and “The Final 
Days... 4." 2 

“Wow,” gushes a girl, “I can’t wait to hear him.” “Me 
either,” agrees her friend, “I wonder if he’s as cute in 
person as he was in the movie!” 

“He wasn’t in the movie, dummy--he wrote the book.” 

“Oh,” says her friend, somewhat deflated. But she 
brightens, “But he is famous, isn’t he?’? And isn’t he 
pretty good looking?” 

In reality, Carl Bernstein looks more like Dustin 
Hoffman’s uncle than his alter ego, and has never been in 
a movie in his life. His D. C. drawl is more Jimmy Carter 
than Hoffman’s city clip; in fact, about the only 
resemblance he bears to the reel-life Bernstein is his 
straight, shagged hair and intense brown eyes. 

This is the man who launched “the greatest 
constitutional crisis since the Civil War’ (according to a 
ace A er a ren Ean 
_ . . This is the man who launched “the greatest 
constitutional crisis since the Civil War’, and has become 
the folk hero of budding journalists. ... 

SE GO Souris 
book cover blurb), the man who helped institute a new 
era in journalism and has become the folk-hero of 
budding newspeople nationwide. He is deluged by 
speaking engagement offers, talk show guest spots, and 
volumes of fan mail; such are the trappings of stardom. 

Bernstein does not have a star’s Malibu ranch house 
with a heart-shapedl swimming pool, however; and he 
still eats at McDonalds. In fact, during his BYU stay he 
planned to eat in his motel bathtub to save time before 
his speech. 

“I’m really sick,” muttered Bernstein as he went over 
the evening’s itinerary after arriving in Salt Lake City. 
The gray-flecked black ‘hair was disheveled and the face 
was flushed with the effects of a two-month bout with 
pneumonia, not to mention a bash at Caesar’s Palace the 
night before. : 

Academics V.P. Bill Sadleir was accommodating. “We 
were lucky to have him at all,”’ he said later. The struggle 
to get the journalist to BYU has been going on since 
May. The man who punctuates his speech with informal 
“gonnas’” and “yeahs” is surrounded by a sea of red tape 
that Sadleir and speakers committee head Bill Shupe 
have been struggling to cut since May. Unaccustomed to 
agencies and agents, Bernstein now complains bitterly 
about speech brokers, adding that someone ought to do 
an investigative story on them, that it’s “an awful 
ripoff.” He coughs into a Kleenex and smiles through 
watery eyes. Dustin Hoffman he is not. 

But as his Academics Office hosts sped him toward the 


_ business district, and a meeting with President Spencer 


W. Kimball, Bernstein began pumping for information 
about the L.D.S. church and the man who presides over 
it as vigorously as he might have an amiable inside 


source. The dark eyes become animated-and he cheered ~ 


visibly. 

Once inside the building, he traded his calfskin midi- 
coat and plaid shirt for a dark blue blazer and tie. The 
fly-away. hair was miraculously in place, and the 
street-smart reporter became a polite but probing new

It was neither the egotistical celebrity nor the brash

opposite President Kimball in a quiet office high above 
the rush-hour traffic, but a reporter whose natural 
curiosity once led him into intrigue and adventure in the 
high :echelons of the Nixon Administation:. 

Hours later, Bernstein emphasizes this point to an 


enthusiastic crowd of 4,000 in the ELWC Ballroom. “T.

discuss,” he begins. The artfully shaped hair is in place, 
the blue suit impressive, but the voice is unassuming. 
“Bob and I are both reporters. We’ve had some 
experience in Washington reporting, particularly in the 
presidency, and so I’d like to talk with you a bit about 
journalism and reporting. ...” 

Students perched on the balcony and dangling their 
legs. over the staircase listened intently, perhaps 
remembering the headlines and newscasts of the 
turbulent summer of ’72. 

Criticizing what he called ‘an orgy of

self-congratulations’ among the post-Watergate press, 
Bernstein cited statistics compiled by the Columbia 
Journalism Review that revealed a near Woodstein 
monopoly on Watergate investigation. Of the 2,000 
reporters assigned to Washington in that fateful summer, 
he said, only 14 covered Watergate, and of those 14, 
only 5 or 6 covered the story investigatively. 

The excitement that comprised the movie plot was 
accurate, he continued, pausing frequently and spicing 
the speech with anecdotes, but “our efforts in covering 
the Watergate story were really not so 
extraordinary . .. what the reporting uncovered was.” 

“We talked initially to a lot of secretaries and 
chauffeurs . . .. rather incredibly, the approach we took in 
trying to find out what had happened at the Watergate 
was just about diametrically opposite of that used by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation,’ the reporter said, 
sending a ripple of laughter through the audience. 

Beginning news writing classes scattered through the 
ballroom, having been assigned to cover the speech for 


_ their labs, were heartened by Bernstein’s claim that “we 


employed the most basic emperical police reporting 
techniques, the kind that journalism students learn in 
beginning reporting classes.”

But the duo learned about more than government 
wiretapping and surveillance from the experience, 
continued Bernstein. Their conclusions about the media 
forced them to quit congratulating themselves on the 
great job the press was doing. : 

Bernstein, the man whose picture is tacked on 
innumerable college newspaper note boards, whose name 
is a catch-all term for sleuthing reporters, had some 
scathing words for the media that has made him famous. 

“Tt wasn’t until the Democratic Party was raided and 
five guys got caught-inside in business suits and wearing’ 
rubber gloves that the press decided maybe it was time 
for some more inquiry. And then, only 14 of some 
2,000 found it worth their time to take a look at the 
story,’’ he said firmly. : 

Much of the newly glamorous image of the press is 
unwarranted, Bernstein continued. “Unfortunately, we 
have a long tradition in Washington reporting that 
equates our profession with mere stenography,” he said. 
If this continues, “it seems to me the future of 
journalism is totally undermined.” : 

About his own role in this new investigative mystique, 
Bernstein said that the real change began during the 
VietNam war. With correspondents like David 
Halberstam “‘who saw their fuction as telling. the 
truth ...the reporting of Watergate, by the reporters 
who did report on it, was a very logical part of a 
continuum. 

“The question is, where are we gonna go now? Are we 
gonna go back to stenography, or are we going to see our 
function as that very simple basic definition of what 


_ reporting is: the best obtainable version of the truth?” 


Thunderous applause followed his conclusion, and 
after a lengthy question-answer period, the man who had 
for so long done the pursuing was pursued by a crowd of 
eager students seeking autographs and handshakes. 


Academics Vice-President Bill Sadleir made his way 
through the stageward surge of people. “Let’s face it, a 
lot of people think of him as Dustin Hoffman,” he 
laughed later. 


Bernstein himself hustled through the crowd to a 
waiting car and his motel room. His cough was getting 
worse and he wanted to go to bed. There were _no 
cocktail parties, no popping flashbulbs and starlets. The. 
next day was another talk at Utah State, then back to 
Washington and an office with a typewriter and swivel 
chair. 

. “It seems to me,” he has said, “That we should follow 
some good advice of John Mitchell’s:“We’ve got to watch 
what they do and not what they say ... if those in the- 
press had followed that advice, perhaps there wouldn’t 
have been a Watergate.” And Carl Bernstein would be 
just another hardworking D.C. reporter, having lunch at 
McDonald’s.
